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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1-8 and 10-16 is withdrawn in view of the 
reference to Porto (5,408,950). Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 


Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vbge/, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 


3. Claims 1 -8 and 1 0-1 6 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,641,172 in view of Porto (5,408,950). 

Both Olson (6,641,172) and Olson (10/701,304) disclose a book-marking device 
for marking a page location in a book the book having a cover of a cover length, the 
book-marking device comprising a pocket having a first end, a second end, and a mid- 
section, an elastic strap extending from the first end and terminating in a strap end, and 
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a connector being attached to the pocket at a location near the second end of the 
pocket. 

However, Olson, ('172) fail to claim a plurality of ribbons attached to the pocket to 
allow the user to mark a plurality of locations with the ribbons. 

Porto disclose a bookmark display device (10) having a head portion (12) and a 
body portion (14). The body portion includes a plurality of elongated flexible narrow 
marking elements (26) for placement longitudinally along creases of different section or 
pages of a book (see column 3, lines 9-18). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Olson's ('172) 
book-marking device to include a plurality of marking elements (ribbons) attached to the 
device (pocket), as taught by Porto, to enable the user to simultaneously mark a 
plurality of locations in a book for future reference. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 1 8, "An" 
should be replaced with "an". Appropriate correction is required. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 10-16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

It is noted that the remarks with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph 
rejections are moot, since the examiner has withdrawn these rejections. 
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Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references disclose book-marking devices with ribbons.
